Postmaster General Burleson has 
announced a twenty percent, increase 
in the telegraph rates. The announce** 
went does not come as a surprise 
to the public, as practically every­ 
thing that Mr. Burleson has handled 
has been operated at a heavy fin- 
ancial loss. 
The telegraph and tele­ 
phone systems and even lh*' great 
American postal system have been 
Burlesoni/.ed and such a change costs 
money. 
Some time ago, Mr. Burleson a n ­ 
nounced lo the public that the United 
States ought to own its telephone 
arid telegraph systems. 
He took hi> 
pen in hand and figured out just how 
the lines could be bought and paal 
for without any increase in rates and 
presto change! the government would 
ow u all the lilies of communication. 
When 
the Burleson idea wa- 
a d ­ 
vanced the public smiled at the folly 
oi the man who ha- im a* such a 
failure of operating the portal sys­ 
tem which he found in excellent con­ 
dition. 
Experience hat shown that 
Mr. Burleson couldn't even run the 
postoffice business el the nation a f ­ 
ter he took it over in a sound fin­ 
ancial condition. 
But he even had 
the temerity to propose the communi­ 
cation systems be placed under his 
department and to the surprise of the 
nation this very tlung was done. The 
public became alarmed when it saw 
that there was actually an intention 
to place Burleson in charge. 
The 
smile disappeared. 
Government cont rid of public utili 
ties, a> w< have frequently -fated, is 
difficult to put in practical applica­ 
tion. 
But if it is attempted a husi 
t ess man oimh! to he at the head o 
the business. 
Government owned 
utilities will not run themselves any 
more than privately own utilities can 
be operated with efficient manage­ 
ment. 
Every utility that the govern­ 
ment ha - attempted to operate has 
cost the publie more, and the service 
is not kept up to the standard that 
was maintained under the old system. 
There are two reasons why the gov­ 
ernment could want to take over this 
kind of business. 
One is to give 
lower rates and the other to improve 
the sendee. 
Neither has been ac­ 
complished thus far. 
The reason 
may be that they have been Burleson- 
ized 


leal by regulation, but twelve month- 
ago the }K‘ople 
of Indiana through

assessors were showing a desire to 
follow the provisions of the pew 
law’ and the orders of the state tax 
board and insisted that the others 
revise assessments which were taken 
too low.
